Official dispatches today from the 
Brazilian minister in Mexico City re 
porting the affair to the state depart-, 
me.nt, say that the American flag was 
floating over McManus' 
house and 
that his doors had been closed and 
sealed by the Brazilian consul. The 
Brazilian minister's dispatch indicated 
that the killing may have been one of 
revenge, for it was charged that when 
Uie Zapata troops recently occupied 
the capital McManus had killed three 
of their number.

Paris March 12.—"The statement of 
neutrality issued by

seems to be sufficiently clear to leave 
no room for anxiety in France as to the 
policy the cabinet will follow," de- 
clared Premier Ghounarls of Greece 
in a statement to th& correspondent 
of Havas Agency at A,tuens, who in- 
formed him that the change In min- 
istry had created a strong Impression 
in France. 


"In any case," continued if. Ohoun- 
aris, 
I can add that the policy of 
neutrality spoken of In the ministerial 
declaration will be 
understood and 
carried out exactly In the same way 
as by the preceding cabinet without 
a feeling of hostility for 
anybody. 
We Greeks, love France from motives 
of gratitude, aad • also and above all 
trom the impulse of our heart. 
"France will have no occasion to 
complain of Greece, who on her side 
hopes and counts always' and' under 
all circumstances on the kindly a's- 
snrances of the former. Faithful to 
our alliance with Serbia Vwe shall con- 
tinue in perfect understanding with 
Roumania to pursue a watchful policy 
always mindful of-the integrity of our 
territory and the maintenance of our 
national operations." 


The ministerial declaration referred 
to by M. Ghounarig was' Issued at 
Athens on March 10, after he had 
completed-the formation of the new 
cabinet. It expresed the belief that 
the observance of neutrality was im- 
perative on Greece If she wished lo 
protect her national interests.

Reno, Nev., Feb. 24.—'Prosperous 
times are in sight'for. Jleno again, 
for the legislature has passed the bill 
restoring the old "easy" divorce law, 
and business men are preparing to 
entertain as of yore wealthy visitors 
who are willing 
to 
spend six gay 
months in Reno for tbe sake of free- 
dom from marriage bonds. 
It was little more than a year ago 
that another law put Reno out of the 
divorce business, and the once gay 
and prosperous city is just beginning 
to feel the real sting of the blow. 
That-law extended the period of re- 
Quired residence in the state for di- 
vorce from six months to a year..- 
Divorces are as easy to get as; ever 
in Nevada under the new law, but 
it's such a 
wearisome 
wait. And 
eastern visitors'in a .hurry for marital 
freedom don't like to wait. 
Just One Joy After Another. 
Time was when one could spend 
six breezy months 
in 
Heno 
and 
scarcely count the days. There were 
mountain trails to explore on horse- 
back or afoot; there were'mountain 
trout streams to explore with rod and 
reel.. The hotels were good; the res- 
taurants were even better. 
There was a 
big. town theatre 


where on occasion one could see.real 
stage notables, dropped in for a night 
to break the tedium of the long jump 
from Chicago to San Francisco and 
to. pick up several thousand dollars 
at $3 a seat.

Hard on the Lawyers. 
When an orthodox legislature set 
its mind on 'burnishing up Nevada's 
name so that all the world might see 
its face in it the slipping movement 
began. 
Shopkeepers who had an in- 
side tip on what was - in store sold, 
out well and wisely in advance. 
Hardest hit of all were the lawyers. 
Many of them at once sought other 
fields • others kept their offices open 
in the hope that something would 
stem the tide of, reform at the last 
moment.

until several years later, when Mrs. 
lailian Corey, wife of "William Ellis 
Corey, the steel 
magnate, 
dropped 
into Reno unexpectedly and 
unan- 
nounced,., accompanied 
by her son, 
daughter, maid, poodle dog, and au- 
tomobile. .. 
. Mrs. .Corey's presence was a mys- 
tery until she announced she Intend- 
ed suing for divorce after six months' 
residence. 
Her decree was granted 
by Judge Curler in the spring of 1905. 
Next on the list was Dr. Pedar 
Bruguiere of San Francisco. Through 
the efforts of William H. Schnitzler, a 
former associate of Abe Hummel, the 
ease . with which divorces might be 
obtained in Nevada was heralded to 
the world. Schnltzer got out a pam- 
phlet 
reproducing the Nevada law 
and calling particular attention-to the 
six months law. 


He 
followed this up with adver- 
tisements in eastern-publications of 
general circulation. Nevada In:gener- 
al and Reno in particular became-the 
Mecca of divorce .seekers, and soon 
the fame and" shame of Reno were 
spread broadcast.

kee, he will give you the information," 
continued ifr. McGowan. 
Arguments, were being held on a 
bill which would prohibit the univer- 
sity from inspecting the high schools 
of the state. Superintendent C. P. 
Gary appeared in favor of the bill. He 
said that the law and the constitu- 
tion clothed the 
superintendent oE 
public instsruction could not hope to 
the. schools of the state;

I believe the question can bet- 
ter be solved by Governor Philipp's 
proposition to put all school matters 
in the hands of one board and then -it 
make up its budget and if the mill 
tax is not enough, an appropriation 
can be made to supplement it and if 
it is too much, the matter can be 
easily solved.

next round ot the wheels: 


Now friends, I should glory in this 
abnormal increase in the income of 
our great educational institution that 
we are all so proud of, If I could' tor- 


penny of it out of the ground between 
the stumps. 
Still, -if our tax payers 
and our legislature want to hand the 
university, two, three or four millions 
of dollars a year through a flat ap- 
propriation, I shall have no quarrel 
with that, provided they do so know- 
ingly, deliberately and with their 
eyes open. 
Such flat appropriations 
should be in accord-with 
-what we 
deem the tax payers could* afford so 
that the great work of our university 
could go on;, but their work 
only; 
all the other trills and fringes should 
and must be trimmed off. The tax- 
payers should, through their 
repre- 
senatlves, decide 
how much money 
is to be spent upon this Institution 
yearly. Or do you think it is good 
policy and. fair play to bood-Tvink the 
people, so that they 'shall not know 
too much about the income of this 
university and other institutions, nor 
any of the mysterious ways, these 'ab- 
normal and constant increases in 
taxation take place.
